American and British troops, in the first of a series of 
triphibious operations from Britain, landed on the north­ 
ern coast of France and deep behind the enemy’s lines to­ 
day in what was described officially as a “ successful” in­ 
vasion thrust. 
The amphibious forces under an aerial canopy storm­ 
ed ashore from a vast armada, so numerous that one Allied 
flier who watched the invasion from the air said “ it looked 
like you could w^alk across. 
However, Prime Minister Winston Churchill told the 
House of Commons a few hours after the operation began 
that there were more than 4,000 ships accompanied by 
several thousand other smaller craft. 
The operation, which put tremendous invasion forces 
ashore at points between the Seine and the Cherbourg pen 
insula, was co-ordinated with the landing bv airborne 
troops in “ great depth“ behind the German lines. 
Scant details of the actual fighting were available. 
However, Gen. Bernard L. Montgomerv, veteran command­ 
er of the British Eighth Army of North Africa and Italian 
fame, was knov^ii to be in command of all the land forces 
going ashore.
